Troops Hesitate to Attack 
Them. 


One Detachment Turns Back—An- 
other Awaits Reinforcements, 


Stories About Railroads and Bridges 
Loaded With Dynamite. 


Horrible Barbarities Inflicted on Captive 
Non-union Men—Latest Reports In. 
dicate That the Worst 
is Over. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Borst (Idabo,) July 18.—|By 
the Associated Press.] Excitement 
over the situation in Coeur d’ Alene con- 
tinues at a high pitch and the news be- 
ing received tends to increase it. The 
Governor today declared martial law 
in Shoshone county. 

The first message received by the 
Governor this morning was from Gen. 
Ruger in answer to the Governor’s re- 
quest of Tuesday for more troops. In 
his message Gen. Ruger says: 

I ordered vesterday the available troops 
from Fort Sherman and five companies of 
infantry from Vancouver to proceed to the 
scene of trouble at once. The troops left 
both places early this morning. The force 
from Vancouver will reach the scene about 
as soon as those could from Walla Walla. 
There are mainly cavalry at the latter 
place, and not so well suited for the duty. 
The infantry of that post and also of Fort 
Spokane have been ordered to be ready to 
move from Missoula at Mullan. 

Later in the day the Governor re- 
ceived a dispatch from Judge Heyburn, 
saying: 

No troops have arrived yet. They did 
not leave Harrison Landing until 9 o'clock 
this morning. The strikers took 132 of 
our unarmed miners tothe mouth of Fourth 
of July Cafion, near Cataldo, last night, and 
after robbing them, fired on them. We 
know of at least two killed. They are 
preparing to go through the same perform- 
ance with 200 more this afternoon. They 
first start them and then shoot them down 
like dogs. The delay in getting troops is 
unaccountable. 

During the afternoon a message was 
received from Inspector-General Curtis 
of the State troops showing that he was 
with Col. Carlin from Fort Sherman at 
Cataldo. He said they would need re- 
inforcements before moving on the 
pstrikers. The Governor has given Gen. 
Curtis a general order to 
erty, preserve life, enforce the laws 
and suppress violence. The details of 
the movements of troops, etc., have 
been left entirely with Gen. Curtis. 

*hevafternoun the 

held a conversation by wire with Judge 
Heyburn in Spokane. The letters said 
in substance: The strikers have com- 
plete possession of the district. No re- 
liable news is obtainable from Ward- 
ner, and none from any part of the sec- 
tion, except that furnished by military 
officers nowin the field. The militia 
and troops from Fort Sherman are at 
Cataldo, seventeen miles west of Ward- 
ner, with Gen. Curtis. They wil not 
move until reinforcements arrive. 

Mr. Heyburn gave fuller particulars 


‘Cafion. He said that this morning 
twelve bodies were picked np in the 
cafion. They were riddled with bullets. 
A number of non-unionists were 
wounded, but they were carried away 
by their comrades. Today 200 more 
non-union men were sent out of Ward- 
ner on board the cars, guarded by mem- 
bers of the miners’ union, who left the 
train when it wasa few miles out of 
town. 

Gov. Willey decwived several dis- 
patghes between 9 and 10 o'clock to- 
night. Gen, Curtis telegraphed from 
Cataldo that the miners were weaicen- 
ing and arrests could be made as soon 
as officers got there. Col. Carlin tele- 
graphed from Cataldo that it was 
rumored that the rioters had dispersed 
and gone home, and that he would move 
up to Wardner tomorrow morning. 

Deputy Marshall Dryder telegraphed 
from Coeur d’Alene City that he had 
just returned from Wardner and that 
the strikers there had loaded the rail- 
way track and bridges and concen- 
trator in the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mines with dynamite ready to blow up 
the troops on their arrival. 

Gen. Ruger telegraphed that 200 ad- 
ditional troops had been ordered from 
Fort Keogh. 

The Governor has telegraphed Gen. 
Curtis to arrest all persons implicated 
in the recent outrage. 


THE NON-UNION REFUGEES. 
Two Killed—Others Escaped with Difii- 
culty the Fury of the Mob. 
Spokane (Wash.,) July 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.} E. §: Kinney, 
bookkeeper for the Gem mine, near 
Wallace, Idaho, arrived in Spokane to- 


when the mob charged on the non-union 
refugees, and he saw the whole affair 


had been ordered out of the. county by 
strikers and was helping some of his 
former employés tO. reach Spokane. In 
all there were 132 men from the differ- 
ent mines. 
armed and were waiting for the- boat, 
which was late. Just at dusk last even- 
ing.a squad of eight armed men came 
charging down the railrcad’ track; yell-- 
ing and firing rifles. The refugees 
scattered in different directions, ‘and 
ran for the river, mountains and 
guiches. Their pursuers followed them, 
shooting and robbing them. Most Of 
the fugitives were driven down Fourth 
of July Caiion, but anumber made for 
‘the brush along the river bank and 
swam the river. 

When Kinney left it was™known that 
two of the non-union men had been 
slain, George Robinson and a Swede, 
name unknown. The boat started down 
the river in the darkness and was 
hailed again and again by fugitives, 
who had escaped the fury of the mob 
and concealed themselvesin the bushes. 
“In all, we picked up eight or ten of 
them,’’ said Mr. Kinney.’ ‘All were 
wet and cold and perishing from hun- 
ger, fright and exposure. After swim- 
ming the river they had waited for 
three hours before the boat came along. 
Some of these men arenow here and 
others were left in Cosur d’Alene City.

MOVEMENT OF TROOPS. 


Carlin’s Command Awaiting Reinforce- 
ments—Colored Companies Retreat. 

Spokane (Wash.,) July 13.—[By the 
Associated’ Press.| Three companies 
of United States troops, under com- 
mand of Gen. Carlin, took a train early 
this morning at Harrison, on Lake 
Coeur d’Ajene, and ran up to Cataldo, 
within twenty miles of Wardner. 
the arrival of reinforce- 

nts it was thought best to go into 
camp there for the time being. 
Gen. Carlin declared that he would 
net take that light command into 
the midst of 600 armed and desperate 
men fighting from ambush. He boarded 
anengine, however, and went in ad- 
vance himself, At Wardner he received 
assurances from the strikers that they 
would lay down their arms and disband 
if the non-union men, still in the 
county, were driven out. 

Meanwhile the colored troops from 
Missoula were coming in from the East. 
At Mullan, twenty miles East of Ward- 
ner, they encountered wrecked bridges 
that had been blown up by the strikers, 
After waiting a few hours the command- 
ing officers received orders to return to 
Missoula. What the purpose of this 
may be no one can tell. 


AN ENCOURAGING REPORT, 
Miners Said to be Dispersing and the 
Crisis Past.

CYCLONE FURY. | 


Fearful Havoc Wrought at Spring- 
field, Ohio. 


Thirty Resid€nces Demolished —Scores of 
Others Overturned—A Large Num. _ 
ber of Peopie Injured More 
or Less Seriously. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Sprinericcpy (O.,) duly 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The most destructive 
tornado which ever Visited this section 
of the country struck the residence por- 
tion this morning at 11 o’clock and 
completely demolished about thirty res- 
idences and partially ruined over 100 
more. Two persons were possibly fa- 
tally injured. A conservative estimate 
places the loss in property at between 
$150,000 to $200,000. The tornado 
struck the fair grounds, hurled itself 
along, taking a house here and there 
until it struck the corner of Limestone 


street and Euclid avenue and literally Ls 


demolished the entire block. 

It then passed over the city ina 
northeasterly direction, hurling down a 
house here and there. Scarcely half a 
dozen houses were left standing in the 
demolished block. Everything there is 
in hopeless ruin. Lumber, trees and 
furniture were piled-up-in—a—square in 
most awful confusion. The terrified 
spectators who witnessed the approach 
of the tornado say it was preceeded for 
about five minutes with a veritable: 
cloud burst of water followed by most 
frightful. and continuous flashes of 
lightning. Twoclouds then approached 
both funnel shaped, one from’the west. 
and one from the southwest, and clash- 
ing directly over the fair grounds began 
the work of disaster.

THE PEORIA DISASTER. 


The Bodies of Ten’ Victims Taken 
from the Lake. 
More Corpses Still Beneath the Hull of 
the Wrecked Steamer—Story of 
the Calamity—How Many 
Lives Were Saved.

Peoria (lil,) July 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press. ] The following is a con- 
nected story of the disaster here last 
night: The steamer Frank C. Folsom 


icame up from Pekin .in the evening 


with an excursion party to attend the 
production of the Last Days of Pompeit 
at Lake View Park. The performance 
was over at 10 o’clock and the passen- 
gers hurried back to the boat as astorm 
was coming up. There were thirty-two 


from Pekin andtwo got on at Peoria. - 


The crew numbered five. When the 
boat reached the middle of the stream 
the storm burst with great violence. 
Capt. Edward Loesch attempted to

Weihe said he had not offered to ar- 
bitrate the question until after the 
trouble. He could not say whether or 
not the association is willing to arbi- 
trate. Personaliy he isin favor of ar- 
bitration, but, if compulsory, all parties 
shouid be made to exhibit books. 

O'Donnell was the next witness. He 
said when the strike was ordered the 
lodges held a joint meeting and ap- 
pointed an advisory committee to have 
the men placed around the fence to 
keep out irresponsible people. The 
men were instructed to use only moral 
suasion. They were not instructed to 
keep any oneout of the mill. Witness 
repeated the story of the battle and 
efforts to prevent firing by the crowd 
onshore. His wages were $144 per 
month, eight-hour days, under the old 

scale. 

Replying to a question as to why la- 
boring men hate the Plnkertons, he 
said that the chief objection to them 
was that they feared they would bring 
non-union men.

As fast as the peo- 
ple were brought to shore they were 
placed in hacks and driven to places’ of 
shelter. Twenty-six were thus saved, 
but it was hours before anything like a 
correct statement of the number of 
dead and missing could be obtained. 
Today business was almost suspended. 
Half the population of Pekin and 
Peoria lined the river banks. As far 
as now known the list of drowned num- 
bers ten. Fifteen persons are yet to 
hearfrom.

feet, witha maximum grade of 126 
feet to the mile and a drop from the 
summit to Sacramento, a distance of 
105 miles, of 6987 feet. The third 
line has a summit of 4025 feet above 
sea level and a maximum grade of 116 
feet per mile, with sharp curves. 

The report declares that to success- 
tully compete for business with these 
lines as good a location as they occupy 
is necessary, and the required condi- 
tions are a lower summit, lighter - 
grades, less curvature and cheaper con- 
struction. Of the three possible routes 
meeting the requirements, one comes 
into the southern part of the State at 
an altitude of between 5000‘ and 6000 
feet, which would require the construc- 
tion of 600 miles through an unproduc- 


local trafic could be obtained, and the 
remaining portion of the line would be 
in the San Joaquin Valley. 

The Beckwith Pass line, the shortest 
from Salt Lake City, would have a sum- 
mit elevation of something over 5000 
feet.

Company. The Beckwith Pass proposi- 
tion is regarded in the report as being 
almost as chimerical as the desert prop- 
osition. The enginers and surveyors 
who have made the report have a large- 
sized proposition to settle the question 
of a competitive road, but they 
are dark and silent about it, and 
give no further intimation than that 
they have an available and practicable 
route, entering the State from the 
northeast, crossing the summit at 3670 
feetona maximum of 70 feet tothe 
mile, and tapping the Sacramento Val- 
ley at its head.

e “Masher” on Trial Before 
_ Jadge Smith 


The Persecution to Which a Young. 
Woman Was Subjected. 


Miss Jesusita Lopez Tells Her Story 
on the Witness Stand. 


The Defendant Tries to Excuse His Ac- 
tions by Pleading “Love at First 
Sight”—His Peculiar Way of 
Making Himself Agreeable, 


A. K. Morropulos, alias Morros the 
Greek, appeared before Judge Smith 
anda jury in Department One, yester- 
day afternoon, for trial upon the charge 
of having disturbed the peace of Miss 
Jesusita F. Lopez on the night of Feb- 


new trial upon appealing from the judg- 
ment of Justice Austin, by whom he was 
convicted and sentenced to imprison- 
ment for fifty days and fined in the sum 
of $50: Deputy District Attorney 
Diehl appeared for the prosecution and 
the defendant was represented by C. 
C. Stephens, Esq. 
. The jurors selected to try the case 
were J. H. Barnhill, C. H. Bradley, P. 
F. Cogswell, Edward W. Failor, Arthur 
F. Gilmore, H. Hood, Charles Hetz, E, 
A. Mellus, J. Reardon, G. L. Stearns, 
Chaiies W. Schroeder and J. E. White. 
The first witness called for the prose- 
-cution was the complainant, Miss Jesus- 
ita F. Lopez, a strikingly-handsome 
brunette, about 18 years of age, whose 
black hair, which was simply but be- 
comingly plaited into a long braid, 
reached below her waist. She was at- 
tired in a plain but neat black costume, 
which admirably suited her. 

Her testimony, which was given in a 
remarkably self-possessed manner, was 
to the effect that.on the date of the al- 
leged offense she was living with her 
sister at Mrs. Fraser’s residence on the 
corner of Third and Clay streets in this 
city, and was attending the Normal 
School. About 10 o’clock at night she 
and her sister were in their bedroom, 
which was on the first floor, when they 
saw the defendant at one of the win- 
dows. It was a bright moonlight night 
and it was easy to distinguish his feat- 
ures. After he had hung round in front 

of the house for some time the witness 

ordered him to go away, but he refused 
and remained there until almost lL 
o’clock in the morning. 

The girls extinguished their lamp, as 
there was only a thin blind on the win- 
dow, in the hope that he would go away 
and allow them to retire, but they were 
finally compelled to ask Miss Fraser to 
let them sleep in her room, as they 
were frightened. The witness knew 
the defendant, because he had been an- 
noying her for almost three years. He 
commenced when she lived with her 
mother at San Diego in 1889, and 
when requested not to do so said he 
would follow her so long as he was able 
todoso. After she came up heré he 
still persisted,in dogging her footsteps 
atevery opportunity, and one Sunday 
he had the. audacity to follow her to 
church and into the very pew in which 
she was seated. On another occasion 
she went to see her brother at San 
Gabriel, and the defendant followed 
her down there and called at the house, 
but was warned off the premises by a 
friend of her brother, named W. L. 
Fuller, who happened to be there. 

Several other instances of a similar 
nature were related, and corroborative 
testimony was given by Miss Teresa 
Lopez, Miss Helen Fraser, W. L. Fuller 
and C. G. Lopez. 

This closed the case for the prose- 
cution, and the defense called Joe 
Sresovich, a fruit dealer, for the pur- 
pose of proving an alibi, but this line 
was soon abandoned,: and the defend- 
ant, A. K. Moropulos, was called on his 
own behalf. He is an unersized, re- 
pulsive-looking man, about 30 vears of 
age, thoroughly imbued with -self-con- 
ceit, and insufferably impudent. He 
stated that he first met Miss Lopez in 
July, 1889, when she came to his place 
of business to apvly for a position as 
bookkeeper, and he loved her at first 
sight. Being busy at that time he told 
her that he would engage her and 
would callupon her that evening and 
arrange all preliminaries. He did so. 
and remainéd at her mother,s house 
until 11 o’clock that night. He was so 
interested in the young lady’s conver- 
sation as to forget all about time. She 
did not, however, accept the situation. 
After that he visited the house several 
times, and on one occasion took a box 
of samples of dress goods down and 
asked her to choose some stuff, as he 
desired to make her a Christmas pre- 
sent. She declined, but subsequently 
he sent her a box of oranges. 

He then attempted in a very lame 
manner to explain each of the annoy- 
ances complained of by Miss Lopez. and 
at the close of his statement, an ad- 
journment was made until this morning 
at 10 o’clock.

San Diego's Applications for Space at the 
Great Show All In, .

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Thinks the Pian Is Not Feasible. 
Los ANGELES, July 13.—[To the Editor of 
THE TIMES.] Itis with no desire to enter 
into a discussion with J. H. Woodard in ref- 
erence to his plan to settle the labor ques- 
tion, but with your permission I would like 
to point out what appear tome as one or 
two serious objections to his plan. 

First, what Wve says in reference to a cor- 

poration b&ving the.right to take private 
property, and the price to be fixed by the 
courts, applies only to such corporations as 
are operated for public use, such as com- 
mon carriers, etc. However much the 
Homestead people might have wanted an 
individual's piece of property adjoinin 
their works the courts could not have fixe 
the price that that individual must sell it 
for. Col. Woodard says this same rule 
could be applied to the sale of labor. To 
say it could be so applied is easy. but to tell 
how it could be done does not lie in the 
province of lawmakers that are making 
laws for a free people, for it destroys the 
rightsin property. After all, he says, as 
to whom should be employed must always 
remain a question to be settled by the em- 
ployer. 
Grant this and the ether questien ef price 
setties itself. For this is the question at 
issue now at the Homestead. The proprie- 
tors did not try to compel the union men to 
work for a certain price, butsimply wanted 
the privilege of choosing whom they should 
hire. This the union declared they had not 
the right to do. 
Now, it is this demand and numerous 
others more unreasonable even than this, 
that the unions are making that cause 
trouble. The mass ef the people, whose 
sympathies are always with the laboring 
classes, do not stop toinvestigate and are 
often led into errors. It is simply trying 
to establish a wrong, and to make laws to 
enforce it, and the more laws we make the 
more complicated it becomes. 

On general principles it would be wholly 
impracticable to attempt to establish by 
legislative enactments what corporations 
or private companies, other than those ope- 
rated for the public, should pay for labor, 
or even to appoint a commission to do it, 
from the fact that it would be so compll- 
cated that enactments or commissioners 
would be ‘swamped at once. 

They might as well go into a wholesale 
or retailstore and fix the prices of goods, 
saying what the proprietor shall sell them 
for; and. in fact, with a good deal more 
propriety, for the value of the goods does 
not vary as much asthe value of labor. _
